Western Canada -Is a very elu- 
sive spot, especially for easterners, 
who ' think of it dimly as some- 
where the other side of Toronto. 
Usually the first blasphemy that 
assails the ears of the New "Mont- 
realer, Just arrived from the West 
Is, some Innocent easterner saying, 
"Oh yes, I have an . old maiden 
aunt out west— she lives In Port 
Arthur." 

After the Westerner has heard 
this for the seven thousandth time 
he relegates all easterners to -their 
farms and soup, wonders why' 
geography Is not taught in Que- 
bec schools and makes plans to 
head back to 'Vancouver on the 
next plane. 

EAST IS EAST 
Let it be understood that Que- 
beo and Ontario are most certainly 
'east,' even Port Arthur. And Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
are at the best, Middle West, but 
definitely not West. 

The West begins with the Rocky 
mountains, it Is the province of 
British Columbia and the Territory 
of the Yukon; Calgary Stampede 
notwithstanding. Itls almost'a «% 
f ercnt country and its people al- 
most' a different people. 

The Rocky mountains are a bar 
rler far more effective than any 
international boundary and stretch- 
ing on their far side lies the rich, 
wild and untamed province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. On Its eastern border 
It is a series of long river valleys 
and lakes, all running north and 
south, these valleys flatten out in 
the centre ot the province to a 
more or less éven' plateau which 
rises again to the Coast Range of 
mountains, once again running 
north and south. In B.C. everything 
runs north and south except the 
railways. To make up for this the 
railways have a special device call- 





ed thé 'roeky 'mountain freight rale' 
which means that it costs as much 
to ship a. piece of furniture 500 
miles In B.C. as It does^to ship it 
2000 miles , anywhere else In Can- 
ada. The Westerners dojipt appre- 
ciate this and form large societies 
to secede and join the U>S.A. 

While B.C. is effectively cut off 
from the rest of Canada it Is neat- 
ly Joined to the stales of Washing- 
ton,' Idaho and Montana, with its 
rivers, lakes, valleys and natural 
trade routes running into, these

In January, even Assumption College, 
I which does not belong to N.F.C.U5., became 
embroiled, in the dispute, which up till then 
I . we had regarded as a tempest in a teapot. At 
hat time the exécutive of the Canadian Fed-

eration of Catholic College Students circulated 
a motion to all member colleges, which if 
passed, would place Assumption College on 
record to "solemnly refuse all manner of ex- 
change between Canadian University Students 
and Russian University Students." 

The Student Council at, Assumption .Col- 




lege unanimously defeated this motion, and'it 
was also defeated by a majority 'of the other 
English speaking Catholic Colleges in Canada. 

Now, after the N.F.C.U.S. Conference at 
Laval, the Russian Student visit" looks like a 
closed issue. There will be neither visit nor 
exchange. However, .the way in which the 
Russian visit was defeated left.a bad taste in 
many mouths. Two Universities, Laval and 
Ottawa, by threatening secession- from 
\CU.S. on religious grounds, forced the 
conference to either yield to 'their wishes or 
practically break up. 

It is the opinion of the Purple and White 
that the Russian student visit might possibly 
-have helped Canada's relations with Russia. 
We certainly do not feel that there were any 
grave spiritual dangers connected with it.' If 
the tour had to be cancelled, political reasons, 
not religious ones, should have been the only 
consideration. We fail to see that any religious 
principle would be compromised by a month- 
long tour of Canada by Russian students and 
we regret that Eorac of our co-religionists have 
given the impression that our' Faith demands 
a different view.

This Is the land of the West. The 
word "prairie" connotes monotony 
Easterner; but Jo those Who 
. and love It the prairie Is 
ever-varied, ' ever-wonderful. And 
Westerners love their country as no 
Easterner^ coujd ever, love his. 
Listen to all the Easterners who 
cry for the open spaces— but 'Just 
try to get a Westerner to move 
East 

The land molds the people. .West- 
erners are exposed to the same 
contemporary Influences that cause 
nuise neuroses in the cramped, 
stale East, but their country people 
do not succumb to it. It is the open, 
spacious feeling that somehow 
makes them ao -much easier, than 
Easterners. 

Westerners i come from recent 
oneer stock. They know their 
heritage and are proud of it. They 
know what it Is to stand on the 
rolling prairie, and see Nature 
spread all about them, vast and 
raw; to see the glorious sight of the 
Rockies rearing their heads to the 
west;' to see a prairie storm coming 
In the distance, a sight that cannot 
be described to- anyone who has 
not seen It or by anyone who has; 
and, In- the pitch blackness, of a 
warm prairie night, to ' feel as 
empty and Insignificant as. human- 
kind can— then to feci Uie cooling 
night breeze start up and to watch 
the moon -come out, making the 
prairie scorn even stranger, 
wlerder, vaster . . ; . 

ITS AWAYS THERE 
Such a wonder as the prairie 
cannot be taken for granted', no 
matter how much one is accustomed 
to It. The westerner loves it and Is 
proud of It always; but he'ls deter- 
mined to put it to the use for which 
his ancestors built the West — to 
provide for men.

In Canada's West may be a 
bit showy and may be trying to 
keep their money to themselves, 
but they are liked. Besides, West 
erners are working for the day that 
they know will come— and which 
is well on the way— when the ben- 
fits will be theirs. . .
